5. To prevent inaccuracy in delivery, and inconven¬ 
ience in settlement of the purchases, no lot can on an> 
account be removed during the sale. 

6. If, for any cause, an article purchased cannot be 
delivered in as good condition as the same may have 
been at the time of its sale, or should any article pur¬ 
chased thereafter be stolen or misdelivered, or lost, the 
undersigned is not to be held liable in any greater 
amount than the price bid by the purchaser. 

7. Upon failure to comply with the above conditions 
the money deposited in part payment shall be forfeited, 
all lots uncleared within the time aforesaid shall be re¬ 
sold by public or private sale, without further notice, 
and the deficiency, if any, attending such re-sale shall be 
made good by the defaulter at this sale, together with 
all charges attending the same.

The panel shows this friend of the artist at 
bust length wearing a black coat with a wide 
collar of brown fur, open at the front to show 
his gathered shirtfront and ruffled band. His 
curling hair falls to his shoulders, and on his 
head is a broad-brimmed hat, which forms a 
strong contrast to the golden background. His 
keen brown eyes gaze intently to the left, and 
the expression of the face is haunting; the con¬ 
tracted brows, the firm mouth show keen intelli¬ 
gence. In his left hand, just visible at the bot¬ 
tom, is a rolled-up paper. The picture is painted 
with minute care, and is a variation from a por¬ 
trait of the same subject in the Prado, which is 
smaller in size. Its history can be traced back 
almost a century, when it belonged to that re¬ 
nowned connoisseur, Cardinal Fesch. At the 
famous sale of the Cardinal’s collection in 1848, 
the picture was purchased by Signor Brizziolari, 
of Genoa. After his death it was secured by 
Mr. Graves from his widow. Panel. Signed 
with monogram and dated 1521.
